Polish Elections 
Rigged For Reds 
Before Voting 


Reds May Ban Polish 
Peasant Party And Jail Its 
Head, The Vice Premier 


BY G. R. BRUNST 


Warsaw, Jan. 20.—(Radio)— 
Before a single vote was cast, the 
result of the January 19 general 
election in Poland was regarded 
as a foregone conclusion. The real 
problem is how the Soviet-backed 
Warsaw regime will seek to ex- 
ploit the “victory” it assured. for 
itself in advance. 

Even if the balloting itself were 
technically “free and unfettered,” 
it took place in an atmosphere 
laden with intimidation. A new- 
comer to this capital—ruined to an 
extent surpassing the wildest 
imagination soon senses the 
chilling fear characteristic of all 
totalitarian regimes. This fear is 
fed by remembrances of the ter- 
rible happenings during the war, 
the extremely difficult economic 
situation of the present, and the 
uncertainty of the future. 

There are few who doubt that 
Vice Premier Stanislaw Mikola- 
jezyk, the leader of the Polish 
Peasant Party, will be ousted from 
the Cabinet by the Warsaw re- 
gime. 

Reports are current that the 
Peasant Party—only opposition to 
the communist dominated bloc 
ticket — soon will be declared 
illegal. 

It is also reported that ‘ice 
Premier Mikolajezyk may be 
arrested and charged with “treas- 
on.” 

How the people as a whole will

come to pass is a question that may 
be answered in the very near 
future.

Fr. Solanus Casey 
Notes Jubilee At 
‘Capuchin Friary 


Huntington—The Golden’ Reli- 
ious Jubilee of Father Solanus 
asey, O.F.M. Cap., was celebrated 
on January 14 at St. Felix Friary, 
Huntington. Father Solanus pub- 
licly renewed his three vows of 
Poverty, Chastity and Obedience 
before the the members of the 
Friary and a large group of Mis- 
sionary Catechists who were also 
present for the occasion. The Ju- 
bilarian sang a Solemn High Mass 
of thanksgiving. He was assisted 
by Father Elmer Stoffel, Of.M. 
Cap., the Master of Novices at the 
Friary; and by Father Dominic 
Meyer, O.F.M. Cap., S.T.D., as 
subdeacon. The sermon for the oc- 
casion was preached by the Guar- 
dian of the Friary, Father Mathias 
Nack, O.F.M. Cap. The Capuchin 
Novices sang the Mass Rosa Mys- 
tica by Vito Carnevali. Following 
the Mass there was Benediction of 
the Most Blessed Sacrament and 
the singing of the Te Deum. 

Father Solanus wes born in 1870 
at Eagle Rock (Prescott), Wis. He 
took his Minor Seminary course at 
St. Francis Seminary, Milwaukee, 
Wis., and entered the Novitiate of 
the Capuchin Order at St. Bona- 
venture’s Friary, Detroit, Mich., on 
the 14th of January, 1897. He pur- 
sued his theological course at St. 
Francis Friary, Milwaukee, which 
was then the house of Theology for 
the Province of St. Joseph of the 
Capuchin Order. Archbishop Mess- 
mer of Milwauke ordained him a 


priest on July 24; 1904. 
Father Solanus’ first appoint- 


ment sent him to Sacred Heart 
Friary, Yonkers, N. Y., where he 
remained until July 1918. From 
there he was transferred to Our 
Lady of Sorrow Friary, New York 
City for three years. Harlem, N. 
Y. was the next scerie of his labors 
where he remained at Our Lady of 
the Angels Friary from 1921 to 
1924. e was then sent to St. 
Bonaventure’s Friary, Detroit, 
where he worked from 1924 until 
1945, a period of 21 years. This 
long period at Detroit came to an 
end when his Superiors stationed 
Fr. Solanus at St. Michael’s Fri- 
ary, Brooklyn, N. Win July, 1945. 
He remained there until April of 
the following year when he became 
part of the community at St. Felix 


Friary. 


The principal work of Father 
Solanus throughout the years of 
his priestly life has been the pro-

Knowledge Of True History Helps 
To Understanding Of Contributions 
Of Church To Culture And: Progress 


AN appraisal of a nation is usually very inaccurate when the 

writer is unfamiliar with the nation’s history or even with 
the immediate causes of its present-day condition. Most radio 
commentators and newspaper editors are comparatively young 
men and_ usually report current happenings without any relation 
to causes, or to the background of history. Sometimes such tyros 
venture to appraise the Middle Ages by very modern standards, 
which means that their conclusions are not at all warranted. 
Charles D. Hutchins says: “To understand a man it is necessary 
to know the era in which he lived. To judge impartially we must 
not be influenced by our times, but in retrospect bring ourselves 
to the age in which he lived, understand the ideals and institutions 
of that period.” 

If present day writers properly understood feudalism which 
obtained for a long period during the Middle Ages, they would 
know who was responsible for flagrant social abuses in several 
countries of Europe, for which they blame the Church entirely. 
Feudalism was a creation of Emperors and Kings. Under it. po- 
litical power was entrusted to Bishops and Abbots of monasteries 
for two reasons which seemed proper to the higher civil rulers. 
The first reason was warranted,.namely, that the clergy who were 
the teachers in schools, colleges and universities, were far better 
qualified to govern than the best of the laity. The second reason 
was a bad one, namely that the Prelates and Abbots, governing 
small provinces for the higher civil authority, would, it was 
hoped, be tools of the secular power. The Emperors and Kings 
wanted that, and, therefore, insisted on their right to nominate 
Bishops and Abbots and bitterly opposed their selection by the 
Pope on the sole basis of their iategrity, virtue and piety. 

Because of the lack of modern communications between Rome 
and any European country, Kings and Emperors could be guilty 
of grave intrigue, could make demands of their feudal lords long

Church History Of 
The Period 


ONSTANTINOPLE had been the birth- 
place of most heresies. It was Euse- 
bius, of that city, who disseminated Arian- 
ism; Macedonius, of that city, who openly 
opposed the divinity of the Holy Spirit; it 
was Nestorius, of that city, who taught 
that Christ existed in two persons; it was 
Eutyches, of that city, who taught that 
Christ had only one nature, and now Ser- 
gius, of that city, propagated the error that 
Christ had only one will. The Catholic 
Church teaches, of course, that Christ had 
two wills as He had two natures, the divine 
and human. But the question had not yet 
been dogmatically defined.

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Former State Department Official Upholds 
Taylor Mission To Vatican And Deplores 
Controversy As Resurgence Of Intolerance

It is unfortunate that the controversy over Myron Taylor’s mission as the Presi- 
dent’s personal representative at the Vatican should have recently flared up again, and 
this time in what happens to be an acute and even virulent form. The world is already so 
torn by: intolerance, by prejudica, and by antagonisms of one kind or another that it is de- 
plorable that the existing bitterness should now be accentuated here in the United States. 

The decision of the President to continue Mr. Taylor’s mission, at least until peace 
» 


has been restored, has been viol-< 
ently assailed and as vigorously 
defended. There is no need to 


‘question the motives nor the good 


faith of either side in the present 
dispute. But the form which the 


controversy has taken tends to ob- | 


scure a number of simple facts. 
Demands for the termination of 

Mr. Taylor’s mission have been 

based upon the following charges: 


It is alleged that President 
Roosevelt’s decision to send a per- | 
sonal representative to the Vatican | 
violated the principle of the sepa- | 
ration of Church and State. It is 
further asserted that the 
taken circumvents constitutional 
requirements “one of the most 
dangerous chapters in modern se- 
cret diplomacy.” 


It is hard to understand the 
reasoning behind the charge that | 
the policy inaugurated by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and continued by 
President Truman, runs counter to 
the principle of the separation of 
Church and State. The appoint- 
ment of a Presidential representa- 
tive at the Vatican cannot affect 
the provisions of our Constitution, 
nor shape our own internal poli- 
cies.

A Sovereign State 


From the purely juridical stand- 
es the tervitory known as the 

atican City constitutes a sover- 
eign state. It is so recognized by 
the majority of nations. 


At the outbreak of the war, al- 
most every country except the So- 
viet Union and the United States, 
whether constitutionally Protes- 
tant, as in the case of Great Brit- 
ain; whether officially non-Chris- 
tian, as in the case of Japan, or 
whether anti-Christian, as in the 
case of Nazi Germany, had ac- 
credited diplomatic representatives 
to the Holy See. Those diplomatic 
missions had obviously not been 
appointed in order to further any 
extension of the influence of the 
Church over State. They were ap- 
pointed because the powerful in- 
fluence exercised by the Vatican 
throughout a great part of the 
world was recognized, and because 
the governments so represented 
knew that the Vatican had avail- 
able to it sources of information 
possessed by very few, if any, 
other governments. 


The President is instructed by 
the Constitution with the conduct 
of the foreign relations of the 
United States. If he is to carry out’ 
these responsibilities successfully 
he must be free to utilize the 
services of such ‘agents as he may 
consider necessary in order to ob- 
tain the information he may re- 
quire whenever that is not avail- 
able through normal channels. The 
history of the foreign relations of 
the United States contains in-

Russia Is Growin 
U. S., England Slipping 


The best authority in the United 
States on “The Trends of ay 
lation” is Dr. Oliver E. er, 
who had long been connected with 
a Statistical Department of the 
United States Government. 


_ Sneaking in Columbus, Ohio, re- 
eently, he said that if Russia’s 
ab ghereone continues to increase at 
S present pace, it will be a coun- 
try with a population of 500,000.- 
000 before the end of another cen- 
tury, and that the Oriental people 
will double their. present numbers 
by that time. On the other hand, 
he doubted whether the population 
of the United States, already con- 
taining an abnormally high pro- 
egret of older persons, will have 
n another century as many people 
as it now has. Personally he be- 
lieves that our population will 
dwindle back to about 100,000,000. 
If that be true of the United 
States and of England, how power- 
less we would be against Russia 
and other Orientals if they com- 
bined to take over the Anglo- 
Saxon countries. A real disservice 
is, therefore, being done today to 
our nation by organizations busily 
engaged to curtail births! 


Momentarily the United States 
has a large increase in births due 
to the greater number of mar- 
riages at the beginning of the war. 
Many who, in normal times, would 
not have married until a year or 
twe later, embraced wedlock be- 
cause lovers wanted to be married 
before separation. - 


Our population will never be 
maintained by an average of two 
children per family. The number 
of unfertile marriages seems to be 
becoming larger and larger, and it 
has always been held that an aver- 
age of three children is needed. for 
any appreciable gain in popiiation. 
In fact the Rev. Thomas F. Maher, 
a specialist in this subject, writes: 
“It has been estimated that *in 
order to have a stationary or 
slightly increasing population one- 
third of all marriages must pro- 
duce from four to five children and 
ten per cent of these one-third 
must have more than five children. 
. - « The tendency in the whole 
western world is for every 1000 
mothers to have only 750 future 
mothers, who, in their turn, have 
only 500 future mothers, a con- 
stant decrease, whose full effects 
are felt as each new generation 
fails to replace itself.”

Realizing that many young wo- 
men have often thought of dedicat- 
ing their lives to God in religion, 
but that they know not how to 
choose -between the many Religious 
Communities who would welcome 
them, Lon Francis offered to tell 
those interested in what activities 
the different Sisterhoods are en- 
gaged. Since it would take an im- 
mense amount of time to take up 
every religious community separ- 
ately we are herewith answering 
all our inquirers in one letter. 

The various Sisterhoods may be 
divided into six categories: (1) 
those which teach school exclusive- 
ly; (2) those which conduct hospi- 
tals exclusively;*(3) those which 
are active in both schools and hos- 
pitals; (4) those who do mission- 
ary work in this country; (5) those 
who do missionary work in foreign 
lands; and (6) contemplative or- 
ders of women. 

(1) You who think you would 
like to take a course leading to 
teaching may have that without 
expense by joining one of the 
teaching Sisterhocds. Moreover 
you would not be spending your 
life instructing children in secular 
subjects only. You would teach 
these subjects, but, in addition, be 
informing them about God, the 
love of Christ, their eternal destiny 
and the means to attain it, while 
you would, at the same time, guide 
them along the paths of virtue, 
and form their solid Christian 
character. If the secular school 
teacher embraces an honorable 
profession, she, who. teaches little, 
ones ih the science of God, em- 
braces a profession infinitely 
higher. ‘ 

Many Sisterhoods are engaged in 
teaching children in parish schools, 
and if you are disinclined to em- 
brace the Community which con- 
ducted your school, or if you were 
not fortunate enough to have had 
your early education in a parochial 
school, Lon Francis will entertain 
another letter from you for fur- 
ther guidance.

Our Lady of Victory Missionar 
Sisters, often called Victory-Noll 
Sisters, specialize in this work, 
The members live most of their 
day outside in the open air, driving 
an automobile to visit scattered 
families, and either during released 
time or after school they teach the 
children attending the public 
schools. There is great demand for 
the work of these . Sisters, and 
those occupied with it find it fas- 
cinating. Today they are teachin 
some 40,000 children who woul 
have no opportunity of religious 
instruction if they were not bring- 
ing it to them. 

Hence if you wonld like to be- 
come a “Home Missioner” embrace 
this Community which gives you 
the opportunity. Its members re- 
present practically every state in 
the union. 

(5) Many young women are 
joining the Maryknoll Sisters, 
whose field of work is in foreign 
lands, such as China, Japan, the 
Philippines. They, like every other 
Community, need some members to 
serve the needs of the Motherhouse 
in this country. Those. interested 
in serving the cause of Christ 
chiefly in the pagan lands, should 
communicate with the Maryknoll 
Sisters, Maryknoll, New York. 

(6) There are orders of women, 
such as the Carmelites, the Poor 
Clares, Cloistered Benedictines, 
and Franciscans, whose members 
do no active work in the world, but 
spend their lives in contemplation, 
meditation and in prayer for the 
needs of the Church and for the 
success of missionaries operating 
both in the home and foreign 
fields.

When in 1945 I saw a cellar- 
house for the first time I said to 
Burnie Bauer sitting next to me, 
“What’s that?” Now, a year later, 
I see many of them. I see them 
here in Indiana, and recently I 
saw them, te my surprise, in cold 
Wisconsin. 

I know personally at least one 
desperate veteran who is paying a 
contractor over ten thousand dol- 
lars for a four-room frame house 
with bath but no basement. Any 
cellar-house has as much room for 
one thousand dollars, and has the 
additional advantage that it is the 
beginning and not the end of a 
house. 


At first sight a cellar-house is a 
strange-looking, decapitated affair

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paint, carpeting, and other interior 
finishing; and the cost can be as 
much as doubled by these things 
and modern plumbing. 


Even at the cost of two thousand 
dollars, however, it is an extreme- 
ly good bargain compared with 
what is being built commercially 
for seven, eight, or ten thousand 
dollars. What I am saying is that 
a four-room cellar—walls painted, 
floor carpeted, ceiling finished, and 
modern—for two or even three 
thousand dollars is several times 
as good a bargain as a four-room 
house at ten thousand dollars. 


The house is no more comfort- 
able and livable than this kind of 
finished, modern cellar; and 
whereas a man is at his wit’s end 
and rope’s end in the case of the 
house, he is not at the end of 
things in the cellar, but has just 
begun his home. 


Visiting some of these house-| 


cellars, I found that in most cases 


innovation, and it is the low in- 
come families who live in them, 
live in them without paint and 
plumbing. They move in as soon as 
the “roof” is there, sincerely in- 
tending to add the finishing 
touches later. 


“It’s pretty rough right now,” 
says the man in a cellar home out- 
side South Bend, “we’ve just 
moved in.” Sometimes he adds 
that, at any rate, it is much 
better than paying a high rent or 
living in an automobile. He makes 
it clear that he expects to paint 
and carpet it “this winter.” 


“Tt is better than nothing,” the 
woman may say, or “At least we 
are alone here, and it is warm.” 
“Tt is also the test of our mutual 
genuine love.” 


In the corner may be an old 
fashioned pump head with handle, 
atop of a well that the man drove 
himself, He is proud of this per- 
sonal achievement, but doesn’t 
take quite all the glory, “Grand- 


father was here in an advisory 


capacity.” Sometimes there is an 
automatic electric pump resting on 
a drilled well, but the water looks 
about the same. Most of these 
places are outside the city limits. 


Not only the low income fami- 
lies, however, have solved the 
housing problem by cellar living. 
Many others have done it this way 
as an expediency while prices are 
up and materials scarce. For these 
it is something of an experiment 
in being smart, different and inde- 
pendent. It is among these who 
could afford another thousand and 
wanted to afford it that one finds 
the cellar-house a finished and 
modern thing. Most present day 
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‘big institutions, like Johns Hop- 
kins University, began that way. 

In either case, it is a right, 
plausible, temporary solution. to a 
pressing problem. It is plausible 
because it is reasonable, conven- 
ient and constructive; it is right 
because it is God helping those 
who help themselves.

Piety Hill

KA.JAMES for certain sections of 


of town are quite the thing in 
Anderson. 


There’s North Anderson, Mea- 
dowbrook, Park Place, Sleepy Hol- 
low and Edgewood. But to many 
eld Catholic residents and thou- 
gands of younger ones there is 
another section, not as big as the 
above-mentioned but nearer to 
them than any of the others. It is 
known as Piety Hill and it repre- 
sents the site of the only Cath- 
olic church in Anderson, that of 
St. Mary’s with the adjacent par- 
ish school, the rectory, and the 
convent. 


To have a full understanding of | 


the growth of Piety Hill, it is nec- 
essary to go back about eighty- 
nine years in its history, when 
the city of Anderson was just 
sprouting her wings. In the year 
1858 the Catholics of the growing 
town bought some land on a bar- 
ren site east of the main section 
of the city, and in the fall of that 
year broke ground for the erec- 
tion of its first Catholic church. 
For two years laborers worked on 
its construction, and, finally in 
1860 St. Mary’s Church was dedi- 
cated to the greater honor and 
glory of God and the salvation of 
souls. , 


In 1869 with the parish firmly 
established and growing rapidly, 
the good parishioners turned their 
attention to the needof a paro- 
chial school for the education of 
their children not only in the ways 
of mind-development but mest par- 
ticularly in the training of their 
souls. And thus it was that St. 
Mary’s School had its beginning. 
At first classes were taught by 
Catholic men and women of An- 
derson who were interested in the 
new venture. The year 1879 mniarks 
a milestone in the history of Piety 
Hill, when upon the invitation of 
the good pastor, the Sisters of the 
Holy Cross came from South Bend, 
Indiana to staff the school, and, 
where they have been sowing the 
seeds of Christian truths from that 
time to the present. 


As was to be expected, once 


given a start, the city of Anderson 


grew considerably, and the little 
parish on the hill kept apace with 
that growth. Its beautiful church 
groaned under the strain of over- 
crowding. A larger church was 
planned to relieve the congestion, 
and so there was great rejoicing 
on Piety Hill in 1895, when the 
present beautiful edifice, c¢on- 
structed on the corner directly op- 
posite the old church wa” dedicated. 


But joys and sorrows have fol- 
lowed each other in the growth of 
the thriving parish. In 1917 death 
claimed the good pastor, Father 
Thomas Mungovan. He was suc- 
ceeded by a very capable leader, 
Father Thomas J. avers, who 
has successfully guided the des- 
tinies of St. Mary’s Parish from 
that year to the present, a period 
of twenty-nine years. ather 
Travers added an extension to the 
rectory, built the exceptionally fine 
convent as a place of residence for 
the Sisters, and a school modern 
n design and equipment, which at 
ts completion in 1924, was con- 
sidered one of the finest of its 
kind in this section of Indiana. 


In recognition of the splendid 
work completed during his resi- 
dence on Piety Hill, Papal honors 
have come to Father Travers. In 
1988 he was elevated to the rank 
of-a Monsignor, and in 1946 word 
came from the Holy See that Msgr. 
Travers was further elevated to 
the rank of Protonotary Apostolic 
in the Catholic Church.

Protestants Pay Tribute To The ‘Mother Church’

Rev. E. W. Averill (Episcopalian, Fort 
Wayne, Indiana) said on March 5, 1916: 
“Tf we go back 500 years in the history of 
our religion, we will find many perplexing 
problems, but not the one which confronts 
us now. There was then no Episcopal 
Church, no Methodist Church, no Presby- 
terian Church. There was but one Chris- 
tian Church in the world, which went by 
the name of Catholic. 


“Going back 500 years more, we pass be- 
yond the great Schism of the Greek: and 
Latin churches, and find one undivided, un- 
broken Christendom which had lasted from 
the days of Christ for a thousand years. If 
we believe that Christianity is always the 
same in its truth and essence, that the 
presence of Christ abides in His Church, 
then for the first thousand years of ‘Chris- 
tianity we find exactly that which St. Paul 
describes, and we find that convincing ap- 
peal to unbelief for which Christ prayed. 
This was the period of Christianity’s great- 
est growth. Nations and races were brought 
within its sway as never since. In spite of 
our modern missionary zeal, no heathen 
nation has been converted by our divided 
Christendom. 


“The Protestant Reformation shook the 
very foundations of Christendom. It sepa- 
rated northern Europe from southern. It 
carried off the most energetic, and in many 
ways most progressive nations of Europe. 
However the old faith and beliefs were not 
destroyed. In the first place, the Greek 
Catholics, the Orthodox Eastern Church, 
was not touched by the Reformation. It 
went on in the even tenor of its ways with 
the worship and faith of centuries. The 
Lat in Church, in numbers, more than made 
up, in the new world what it lost in the old. 
All of South America became obedient to 
the faith. France, once almost lost was 
regained and most of Germany. And here 
is the surprising thing, the Old Latin 
Church is nowhere so active, so full of good

the apostle. Let us leave grammarians to 
discuss idle questions, and disdain a war of 
words which would bring trouble upon the 
Church.” 


Writing to all the Bishops of the Church, 
Pope Honorius said: “Let us beware not 
to darken the teaching of the Church by 
the clouds of our discussion. We acknowl- 
edge that the two natures in Jesus Christ 
act and operate each with the other’s par- 
ticipation; the divine nature operates what 
is of God, the human what is of man, with- 
out division, without confusion, without a 
change of the divine nature into man, or 
of the human nature into God, but the 
differences of nature remaining wholly dis- 
tinct. Let it suffice to admit this truth 
without discussing the question whether we 
should express this mode of action by the 
terms of one or of two operations in Jesus 
Christ.” Since he was dealing, although 
unknowingly, with a heretic, he was 
posthumously denounced with the heretic, 
Sergius. 


71—Pope Severinus—640 _ 


Because of the interference of Emperor 
Heraclius the election of the successor of 
Pope Honorius was delayed 18 months. 
During that interval the imperial officers 
plundered the Lateran Palace. The Papal 
Treasury was stolen and part of the money 
sent to Constantinople. The Emperor with- 
held his consent to the nomination of Sever- 
inus until he would sign the Ecthesis or 
“Exposition of the Faith” whereby the 
Monothelite Heresy would be approved. 


After all efforts failed to have Severinus 
sign that document, the Emperor finally 
consented to his nomination without that 
condition. He was consecrated in May and 
died in August in the year 640. 


72—Pope John 1V—642 


This Pope convened a Council in which 
the Ecthesis was again solemnly rejected. 
The Pope wrote to Pyrrhus, Bishop of Con- 
stantinople, in which he denounced the ob- 
stinacy of the imperial court in upholding 
the cause of heresy. In fact Heraclius, the 
Emperor, now infirm and old, was alarmed 
at the extent of the growth of the heresy 
for which he took much of the blame. 


The Pontificate of John IV lasted only 
two years. 


73—Pope Theodore I1—649 

One of the first things Pope Theodore I 
did was to write to Constantinople to urge 
the revocation of the Ecthesis in order to 
check the heresy which Heraclius agreed 
that he should never have backed. In fact 
controversies with the sponsors of the 
heresy occupied the entire Pontificate of 
Theodore. * 


In the meantime the Pope was consoled 
by the progress of the Church and the 
peace which reigned within it in Gaul, 


of Alexandria, and to Pope Honorius. But 
a deceptive letter from Sergius to the Pope

both to Cyrus, the newly elected Patriarch 


was received first, and was answered be- 
fort St. Sophronius had sent his treatise. 

Phillip Hughes, writing on The Church 
and the Christian Roman Empire says that 
Pope Honorius “misunderstood completely 
the point at issue.” 

Pope Honorius, St. Sophronius and Ser- 
gius all died the same year. Two years 
later the Emperor died and the year there- 
after Cyrus—this means all the principal 
characters to the controversy. But the 
Monothelite Heresy did bother the Church 
fer another sixty years, because.the Em- 
perors adopted it in the East. 

The Ecthesis referred to in the adjoining 
column pretended to be a definition of 
Catholic doctrine. As a matter of fact it 
was a “go-sign’” to the spread of the Mono- 
thelite Heresy, which credited the @od-man 
with only one will. 

Severinus immediately after his elevation 
to the Pontifical Throne, and before his 
election was confirmed by Constantinople, 
sent deputies to Emperor Eeraclius to de- 
clare in his name “the Church of Rome has 
received the prerogative of settling ques- 
tions of faith; she cannot, then, receive her 
belief from» any other.” : 

Repentingly Heraclius wrote to Pope 
John IV as follows: “The Ecthesis is not 
mine. I neither dictated it or commanded 
it, but the Patriarch Sergius, having drawn 
it up five years ago during my absence in 
the east, begged me, on my return, to have 
it published throughout the Empire with 
my signature, and I yielded to his wish. 
But seeing now to what trouble the Edict 
has given rise in the world, I publicly de- 
clare that I am not its author.” 

Heraclius left his Empire by will to his 
two sons, but they never reigned. One of 
them gvas poisoned and the other perished. 

Phyrrus, the exiled Patriarch of Con- 
stantinople discussed with a learned and 
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holy Abbot, named Maximus, the Monothe-.

Certain Priests

A vicar econome, that is, a priest 
acting as administrator in ch: 
of a vacant parish, also possesses 
the faculty, 

A parochial vicar representing a 
moral person, that is, a priest 
representing a religious house or a 
unit of religious Order or com- 
munity, likewise possesses it. This 
applies where a parish has been 
entrusted to a religious Order or 
community, and one of the mem- 
bers of the Order acts as the 
equivalent of the parish pastor. 

A personal or family pastor with 
territorial jurisdiction also has the 
faculty. Examples here are the 
pastors of the so-called “national” 
parishes in the United States, the 


“Italian” parishes, the “Hungar- 


ian” parishes, the “Czech” parish- 
es, etc. 

‘It is important to note that the 
parish pastor has permission to 
confer the Sacrament not only on 
the members of his parish, but on 
all those who are within the 
bounds of his parish. The decree 
expressly authorizes him to act as 
extraordinary minister of Con- 
firmation to the Catholics in all 
hospitals, orphanages, homes for 


‘the aged, seminaries and other re- 


ligious institutions located within 
the boundaries of his territory. 
This means, for instance, that 
is 
lying in a hospital in imminent 
danger of death and desires the 
Sacrament, the Bishop not being 
available, it is not the. hospital 
chaplain who is called in, but the 
parish priest of the neighborhood 
in which the hospital is located. 
The faculty can be used even in 
the city in which the Bishop re- 


‘sides, in case the Bishop i legiti- 


mately prevented, from conferring 
the Sacrament and no other Bishop 
in communion with the Holy See is 
available. The Sacramént is to be 
conferred without any stipend or 
ee. 
. Administration of the Sacrament 
beyond the limits set forth in the 
decree is invalid, and penalties are 
prescribed for improper adminis- 
ration. Loss of the faculty is the 
penalty for those who presumptu- 
pbusly exceed the limits; those who 
attempt to confer Confirmation 
vithout authority are to be sus- 
; ended. 

_In noting the fact of Confirma- 
tion in the register of confirma- 
tions the extraordinary minister 
shall, in addition to the usual in- 
formation, insert a note explaining 
the extraordinary nature of the 
Confirmation. The notation regard- 
ing the administration of Con- 
rmation is also to be inserted in 
the baptismal register. If the sub- 
ject belongs to another parish, the 
nformation is to be sent -his 
pastor. It is to be sent each time 
also to the local Ordinary. The 
atter is required to send at the 
eginning of each year a report, 
nforming the Sacred Congrega- 
ion of the Sacraments of the 
umber of persons confirmed in 
he preceding year and of the 
anner In which-this faculty is 
sed by the extraordinary minis- 
ers.

True Picture of Russia 


Chicago, Jan. 20.—(NC)—Get- 
ting a true picture of postwar con- 
ditions in Russia is about twice as 
hard as arranging a dinner date 
with Stalin, according to William 
Henry Chamberlin, reporter and 
news analyst, who addressed some 
800 members of the Charles Car- 
roll forum here.

New Missionary Policy 
For Japan Open To Those 
With No Prior Service

Details on the new missionary

Archbp. Terms 
New Movie Film 
Morally Offensive 


Legion Of Decency Not 
Given Advance Showing 
On ‘Duel In The Sun’ 


Los Angeles, Jan. 18.—(NC)— 
Archbishop John J. Cantwell of 
Los Angeles in an official state- 
ment to pastors has urged Cath- 
olics of this Archdiocese not to 
attend the motion picture “Duel: in 
the Sun” until it has been classi- 
fied by the Legion of Decency. The 
statement was published in The 
Tidings, archdiocesan weekly. 

“The Most Reverend Archbishop 
desires the priests of the Arch- 
diocese to warn their Catholic peo- 
ple that tegen ge Ph segue aig by 
the Legion of cency they may 
not, with a free conscience, attend 
the motion picture ‘Duel in the 
Sun,’” the statement said. 

“This motion picture, of which 
the National Legion of Decency 
was not afforded the usual advance 
viewing, appears to be morally of- 
fensive and spiritually depress- 
ing.” 

Archbishop Cantwell issued the 
statement after he was appris 
of asserted immoral situations in 
the film by the Rev. John Devlin, 
West Coast secretary of the Na- 
tional Legion of Decency, and Wil- 
liam H. Mooring, motion picture 
editor of The Tidings. 

The Archbishop’s statement and 
an article by Mr. Mooring in The 
Tidings were quoted extensively by 
Hollywood film trade dailies, var- 
ious news services and local daily 
newspapers. 

Mr. Mooring described the film 
as “making a sham of the motion 
picture producers’ code of decency, 
and contended that the film (1) 
tends to throw audience sympathy 
on the side of sin; (2) includes 
brutal killings; and more than 
lightly sug@ests rape; (3) ignores 
good taste and proper regard for 
audience sensibilities in the treat- 
ment of a low subject; and (4) 
that Jennifer Jones is unduly, if 
not indecently, exposed, and that 
a character, oe as a minister 
of religion, parodies prayer and 
thus becomes a comical figure. 

Protestant. church leaders here 
joined with Archbishop Cantwell 
in protesting the film. The Prot- 
estant protest came in a letter 
signed by Melvin H. Harter, assis- 
tant to Dr. E. C. Farnham, execu- 
tive secretary of the Church Fed- 
eration of Los Angeles. Directed 
to David O. Selznick, producer of 
the film, it charges that “wrong 
doing was shown to win every con- 
test with the right.” 

Informed of Archbishop Cant- 
well’s comment, Mr. Selznick said: 

“Tl am particularly surprised at 
the Archbishop’s statement in view 
of the fact that at all times we 
worked closely with the Production 
Code Administration of the Motion 
Picture Association. 

“All suggestions made by the 
PCA ware followed to the Hn 
The result was that we received 
the Production Code’s seal of ap- 
proval without question.” 

Widespread commendation for 
his statement has been received by 
Archbishop Cantwell from various 
other motion picture studios, as 
well as from local civic and cul- 
tural leaders. 

While it is recognized here that 
the publicity resulting from the 
controversy may te to bring 
“Duel In The Sun” to the notice of 
a small minority of salacious- 
winded people, the Catholic stand 
already has had a salutary effect 
upon all major Hollywood studios 
whose head executives have issued 
directives to their writing and pro- 
duction departments to study well 
“the way the wind is blowing.”

Card. Villeneuve. 
Quebec Prelate, 
Dies Suddenly 


Heart Attack Brings 
Death Four Days After 
Arriving In California 


Los Angeles, Jan. 18.—(NC)— 
Victim of a heart attack, His 
Eminence Rodrigue Cardinal Vil- 
laneuve, O.M.I., 63-year-old Arch- 
bishop of Quebec, died at Ramona 
Academy in neighboring Alham- 


bra. 

Although the Cardinal had been 
ill for several months and arrived 
here just four days ago from New 
York for a period of recuperation 
and rest, his death was sudden 
and came as a profound shock. 

Cardinal Villeneuve appeared to 
be in fair health after he arose 
yesterday morning and moved 
about the Academy: He was 
strickert with the heart attack at 
a.m. and died an hour later. 
With him at his bedside were 
Msgr. Paul Nicole, his secretary; 
Dr. Lawrence Quillin, a physician, 
and a Sister-nurse of the Ramona 
Convent. A few moments after 
the Cardinal was stricken, Mon- — 
signor Nicole annointed him and 
administered the Last Rites of the 
Church. Less than an hour after 
the Cardinal’s death, Monsignor 
Nicole offered a Solemn Mass of 
Requiem for the repose of his 
soul. More than 350 elementary 
and high school students of Ra- 
mona Academy assisted at the 
Mass and afterwards recited the 
Rosary. 

The body of Cardinal Villeneuve 
was scheduled to leave here by 
airplane tonight, to be flown to 
Quebec. Arrangements for this 
last journey recall that in the 
closing years of his life, the Card- 
inal became an aviation enthus- 
iast. His interest in flying was 
heightened when he made his first 
trans-ocean flight in 1944 to visit 
Canadian troops in Britain, France 
and Italy. On this occasion, he 
made a number of visits to the 
front lines, The prelate, who was 
the fourth Cardinal in Canada’s 
history, was a close friend of both 
Pope Pius XI and Pope Pius XII. 
He also was a warm friend of the 


H. | late President Franklin D. Roose- 


velt and of Britain’s wartime 
ioe Minister, Winston Church- 
ill. 

Two days before his death the 
Cardinal was visited at the Acad- 
emy by Archbishop John J. Cant- 
well of Los Angeles, and Bishop 
Timothy Manning, Auxiliary of 
Los Angeles. 


Shocked at the news of the 
Cardinal’s sudden death, Arch- 
bishop Cantwell stated: 


“We of Los Angeles extend our 
most heartfelt sympathies to the 
Church in Canada on the occasion 
of the death of its princely Card- 
inal. In the short days he was 
among us, he already had symbol- 
ized the holiness and dignity of 
the Church by his gracious pres- 
ence. We thank God that in His 
Providence, He called this holy 
man to his eternal reward from 
this city of Our Lady of the 
Angels,” 


Catholic Boy Scout Units 
Increase 5% During Year, 
Report On Progress States 


New York, Jan. 20.—(NC)— 
Catholic Boy Scout units increas- 
ed 5.03 per cent during the year 
from July 1, 1945 to June 30, 
1946, it is pointed out in the 1946 
report of progress just released 
here by Msgr. Edward Roberts 
Moore, national director of the 
Catholic Committee on Scouting. 


The Catholic Toy Scout units 
grew from 5,027 to 5,280 during 
that Pion and are now found in 
116 dioceses of the United States 
and its ssessions, the report 
states, that these units 
have about 160,000 boy scouts, 
while Catholic boy scouts not in 
Catholic units total about 240,000.
